We're here this evening to provide
the virtual hearing platform for the State of
Del awar e Department Of Natural Resources And
Environmental Control to conduct its formal public
hearing on the proposed amendnments to regul ation
7DE Adm n. Code 1140, Del aware's | ow em ssion
vehicle program

Now, to begin the l|ogistics of
tonight's hearing. At the conclusion of ny
I ntroductory remarks, |'ll be introducing the
departnment to provide the division of air quality
presentation for incorporation into the hearing
record.

Fol Il owi ng the conclusion of the
departnment's presentation, we will begin the
public comment portion of the hearing.

Due to the estimated time duration of
the hearing, we will be taking a five mnute break
on or about every hour.

Il will announce those breaks through
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the hearing and we will provide a time when -- to
which we'll resume. The breaks are necessary as a
court reporter is virtually present with us
tonight and will prepare a verbatimtranscript of

t he hearing pursuant to the statutory requirement
to do so.

As al ways, that transcript will be
posted on the hearing web page dedicated to this
matter as soon as it is received.

| would encourage those -- | would
encourage everyone to review the transcript once
it is posted so that you can be rem nded of the
comments that were received verbally at tonight's
heari ng.

Bef ore we go any further, it is
| mportant to set the parameters of the hearing
t oni ght. First and forenost, this is a fornmal
| egal hearing. It is not a public information
session nor an informal type of workshop or town
hal | event.

There will be no Q and A permtted at
this hearing. The purpose of tonight's hearing is
to build a record regarding the regulatory matter
by providing the formal |egal platform for the

public to | earn about the proposed amendment and
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to enable the public to offer live coment.

It is important to remember that all
comments, those provided tonight and those
provided in witing, are given the same weight.
While all coments are appreci ated, each comment
may be limted solely to the subject matter of
tonight's hearing. It is inmportant to note that
mul ti ple comments, saying the sanme thing, do not
out wei gh one singular comment. Sinply put,
comments are not votes.

| would like to share sonmething el se
that we pulled from EPA's website concerning
public comment with regard to formletters.

Quot e, organizations often encourage
their members to submt formletters designed to
address issues comon to their membership.

Or gani zations including industrial associations,

| abor uni ons and conservation groups sonmetimes use
formletters to voice their opposition or support
of a proposed rul e making.

Many in public -- many in the public
m st akenly believe their submtted formletter
constitutes a vote regarding the issues concerning
them Al though public support for opposition may

hel p gui de inportant public policies, agencies
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made determ nation for a proposed action based on
a sound reasoning and scientific evidence rather
than a majority of votes. A single,

wel | -supported conment may carry nore wei ght than
a thousand formletters, unquote.

Toni ght al so adheres to this policy
with regard to public coment received. So pl ease
keep that in mnd while |listening to those
of fering verbal comment, we have over 100 people
preregistered to offer verbal conment tonight.

That alone will exceed our available time this
evening if everyone uses their fully -- if
everyone uses their full allotted time.

If you start to hear the same coment
bei ng offered over and over, consider saying
somet hing different that has not already been
said, or perhaps choose to simply submt your
comments in writing over the next several weeks
I nstead of speaking live tonight. To be clear, we
will attenpt to accomodate all those who are
preregi stered to speak.

| also want to nake sure everyone
realizes that only coments submtted to DNREC and
entered in by nyself into the formal record
hearing in this matter, will be posted on the
heari ng web page and consi dered by the departnent
as part of the regulatory decision process. The
department has not partnered with any outside
organi zation or websites to assist with the
public's subm ssion of comments in this manner.

So again, only submt conmment to DNREC directly.

For those pre-registered with DNREC
to offer live coments this evening, when we get
to that portion of the hearing tonight, each
person will be recognized in the order their
pre-registration was received. Each will be given
three mnutes to comment at that tinme.

If you are unable to finish your
comments within three mnutes, you are encouraged
to submt your full conments to DNREC in writing
as, again, all coments equal -- all coments have
equal wei ght whet her they are offered live this
evening or in witing between now and when the
hearing record closes, which will be Friday, My
26t h, 2023.
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While comenters are limted to three
m nutes to speak this evening, the amount of
written comment you may submt is limtless as
long as it is received on or before the conment
period ending on May 26t h.

| will say more about the coment
portion of the proceeding |ater when we get to
t hat toni ght. However, | nust stress, again, that
tonight's event is a formal |egal proceeding.
Those offering coments live this evening nust do
so in a respectful manner.

There will be zero tolerance for
di sruptive behavior, disparaging coments,
of fensi ve | anguage and personal attacks.

| would encourage those attending
this evening to go to DNREC' s web page for public
heari ngs. It is under the admnistrative | aw
section where you'll find nmore details concerning
this regulatory matter. The presentations you
will be seeing tonight, along with the rel ated
documents to the proposed anendnents are posted on
t he departnent's hearing web page dedicated to
this matter.

Now t he follow ng protocols apply to

all DNREC heari ngs.
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One, all comments received nust be
limted solely to the subject matter of tonight's
hearing. \Which, again, is proposed amendnment to
7DE Adm n. Code 1140, Del aware's | ow em ssion
vehicle program All comments pertinent to the
subject matter of the virtual hearing will be
i ncorporated into the record and posted on the
heari ng webpage dedicated to this matter.

In order to ensure that everyone
wi shes to offer comment for secretary's
consideration is accommodated, the record in this
matter shall remain open for receipt of public
comment following tonight's proceeding through
Fri day, May 26th, 2023.

There's one authentic record of the
formal proceeding tonight, and it is the official
court reporter's verbatimtranscript, which wl
be posted on the hearing webpage as soon as it is
recei ved.

The statutory purpose of tonight's
hearing is to build a record with regard to the
proposed regulatory matter. A record consisting
of the transcript of the hearing tonight, all
written comment, all exhibits and eventually ny

report will be reviewed by Secretary Garvin.
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The secretary will ultimately issue
an order follow ng that review process and that
order will continue his decision on this matter
and the reasons therefore.

Lastly, it is inmportant to note that
a deci sion has not been made by the departnment,
nor will any decision be made tonight with regard
to this pending regulatory matter.

Again, the public coment period
will remain open through May 26th, so that the
members of the public are afforded the opportunity
to offer witten comment for the secretary's
consi deration, should they wish to do so.

As | conclude ny introductory
remarks, | would like to introduce the division of
air quality responsi ble staff person, M. Kyle
Krall, who will provide a presentation on the
proposed amendnments for tonight. M. Krall, you
may begin when you're ready.

MR. KRALL: Thank you.

Can you see ny screen?

THE HEARI NG OFFI CER: Yes.

MR. KRALL: Okay. Thanks. Welcone
and thank you for joining us tonight to present

Del aware's proposed amendments -- to proposed --
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present Del aware's proposed adoption of the suite
of vehicle em ssion standards recently adopted by
Cal i fornia.

| would like to provide you with some
I nformati on and background about Del aware's air
guality and explain why further reductions in air
pollution are need. Delaware has made significant
progress towards cleaner air. W have done that
by placing requirements on our industrial and
power sectors who have installed pollution control
equi pment that further reduce their em ssions.

As you see by this chart, those
em ssions are only 18 percent of our nitrogen
oxi de em ssions, which mx with other pollutants
to form ground | evel ozone. Now we see the
transportation sector is our |argest source of air
pol | ution that inpacts our ability to achieve the
clean air standards set by the environmental
protecti on agency.

Mobil e sources and the fossil fuels
t hat power them account for most of the pollutants
in our air. Our vehicles contribute most of the
di esel particulate matter em ssions, as well as
snog and ozone form ng pollutants such as oxides

of nitrogen.
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Transportation is our |argest portion
of greenhouse gas em ssions in Del aware.
Therefore, we find that it is inmperative that we
optim ze our mobile source control prograns to
maxi m ze em ssions reduction fromall types of air
pol lutants so that Del aware can nmeet our air
guality, climate and conmunity risk reduction
goal s.

Achi eving these mlestones early on
woul d provi de i medi ate benefits in our
communities that continue to bear the brunt of
poor air quality. Zero em ssion standards for our
vehicles are a key part of the sol ution.

Tail pi pe em ssions fromnitrogen
oxi des and volatile organic conmpounds combined in
our atnmosphere assisted by heat and sunlight to
formtoxic ground | evel ozone. This graphic from
EPA really hel ps depict this information.

Ground | evel ozone results in several
detrimental health inmpacts. Especially vulnerable
to this pollution are children and el derly.
Reducing this pollution will result in fewer
premat ure deat hs, asthma attacks. It especially
affects our children and elderly with underlying

health conditi ons. W will also realize fewer
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hospi talizations for cardiovascul ar and
respiratory illnesses.

Studi es consistently show that nobile
source pollution exposure near major roadways
contributes to and exacerbation asthma, inpairs
| ung function and increases cardi ovascul ar
nortality.

Resi dents of communities | ocated near
maj or roadways, often residents who are | ow
I ncomes, are at an increased risk of asthma
attacks and other respiratory and cardi ac affects.

People in these communities are al so
nore sensitive to and likely to experience the
negative inmpacts of climte change. This history
of disproportional exposure to polluted air makes
It essential to prioritize disadvantaged and | ow
I ncome communities and househol ds. Collectively
known as priority popul ations, they will benefit
nmost fromthe reduced em ssions and cost saving
benefits of cleaner, |ess polluting, newer
technol ogy vehicles and alternative modes of
transportation.

By requiring our industrial sources
and our power plants to install pollution control

equi pment, we have seen reductions over the years.
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But, our regional pollution |levels remai n above
the federal health base standard for ground | evel
ozone. And because these |evels continue to
exceed the standards, the American Lung

Associ ation continues to give New Castle County a
failing grade year after year. More reductions
are necessary to protect our health, particularly
those comunities | ocated by our maj or highways.

This slide provides a snapshot of how
ground | evel ozone forms on a hot summer day. It
shows area where ozone is beginning to formin our
region |ast June. The orange segnents show where
air quality was deemed unhealthy for sensitive
groups such as kids with asthma or senior citizens
with underlying health conditions.

As required by the clean air act, EPA
defines areas -- EPA identifies areas or regions
In the country where the health based standards
are exceed as not nmeeting or attaining the
standard. Those areas are called non attai nment
ar eas.

Del aware's New Castl e County, along
with Maryl and Cecil County, are linked to the
Phi | adel phia netropolitan area as a key

contributor to the region's overall air pollution.
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The key source of air pollution in
our area is transportation. Along the I 95
corridor, we see higher em ssion from ozone
precursors and particulate matter. Many friends
and nei ghbors in Del aware and Maryl and travel to
Phi | adel phia every day to work -- to work, further
contributing to the em ssions in our region.

Now | et's consider the inpacts
transportation has on greenhouse gas em ssi ons.
Those em ssions are the |argest source with over
30 percent. In 2017, Governor Carney commtted to
reduci ng Del aware's greenhouse gas em ssions by 26
percent to 28 percent from 2005 |l evels by 2025 by
joining coalition of 24 states in the U S. climte
alliance.

This Target, identical to the goal
the U.S. made upon joining the Paris Agreenent
under the United Nations Framework Convention For
Cli mate Change, affirms Del aware's recognition
that state | evel action is inmportant to addressing
climate change. From Del aware's greenhouse gas
i nventory, our states efforts have resulted in
overall em ssions reduction of 18.3 percent. Our
climate action plan shows that Del aware has not

yet met its em ssion reduction goal.
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The plan released in Novenber 2021,
presented recommended actions the state can take
to ensure we neet or -- neet or exceed our goals.

One of the plan's recomended actions
was to adopt additional measures to reduce
em ssion fromthe transportation sector. |In March
of 2022, Governor Carney directed the Depart nent
Of Natural Resources And Environmental Control to
begin the regul atory devel opment process to
propose adoption of the California Advanced Cl ean
Car Program which includes reducing criteria and
greenhouse gas em ssions and sets establishing
requi rements for increasing nunmbers of zero
emtting vehicles be delivered and offered for
sal e.

When we consider the inpacts our
vehicles have in contributing to pollution, we
find froma health perspective, vehicles are now
the primary source of smpg form ng pollution and
fine particulate matter that worsen public health
out cones. Diesel engines emt higher |evels of
particulate matter, which are airborne particles
of soot and metal. These can cause skin and eye
irritation and allergies, and very fine particles

can | odge deep into the lungs, where they can
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cause respiratory problens.

As | previously nentioned, harntul
| evel s of pollutants exacerbate asthma and ot her
cardi ovascul ar illnesses, especially in children
and ol der adults |leading to additional
hospitalizations and premature deaths. And from
an environnmental perspective, the effects of car
pol | uti on are wi despread, affecting air, soil and
wat er quality.

Ni trous oxide contributes to the
depl etion of the ozone |ayer, which shields the
earth from harnful ultraviolet radiation fromthe
sun. Sul fur dioxide and nitrogen dioxide m x with
rai nwater to create acid rain, which damages
crops, forest and other vegetation and buil di ngs.

Ol and fuel spills fromcars and
trucks seep deep into the soil near highways and
di scarded fuel -- and discarded fuel and
particul ates from vehicles em ssions contam nate
| akes, rivers and wetlands. Delaware is already
experiencing inpacts of climte change with
i ncreased tenperatures, sea level rise and extreme
precipitation events.

Our over burdened and under served

communities that reside near our maj or highways
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and are disproportionately inpacted by pollution
by our vehicles. The tail pipe em ssions worsen
the health of our children that suffer from asthma
or elderly that have COPD or other chronic health
condi tions.

Gasol i ne powered vehicles are also a
maj or source of air toxins such as formal dehyde
and benzene. At low |l evels, breathing in
f ormal dehyde can cause eye, nose and throat
irritation. At higher levels, formal dehyde
exposure can cause skin rashes, shortness of
breat h, wheezing and changes in |lung function.

We need to reduce exposure to vehicle
pollution for our front line comunities that are
di sproportionately inpacted by pollution. In order
to reduce the inmpacts of air pollution, the
department works to identify the major sources,
determ ne what control technol ogies are avail able
and then draft regulations requiring those sources
to neet em ssions standards.

Whi ch begs the question, what can
Del aware do to mtigate harmful inpacts to our
health attributed to our operation of vehicles?

The Cl ean Air Act provides framework

for Del aware to reduce tail pipe emssions. The
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clear air act, section 177, the U S. congress
aut horizes states two mechani sms or tools for
addressing vehicle em ssions. Federal action
t hrough em ssion standards or adoption of the
stronger suit of California standards.

Federal em ssions standards for
vehi cl es known as tier three engi ne standards were
adopted by the EPA in 2014, which |imt the anmount
of sulfur in gasoline and reduced nitrogen oxide
and ot her pollutants. The Federal Greenhouse Gas
St andards initially covered nodel years 2012
t hrough 2025 and were recently amended in Decenber
of 2021, for model years 2023 through 2026.

EPA announced | ast March, in 2021,
the reissuance of the California waiver under
section 209 of the Clean Air Act for the 2012
Advanced Cl ean Car One program including zero
em ssion vehicle sales and greenhouse gas em ssion
st andar ds.

EPA al so withdrew the prior
adm nistration's interpretive view of the Clean
Air Act section 177, that states, nmay not adopt
California's greenhouse gas standard pursuant to
section 177 even if the EPA has granted the

California waiver for such standards.
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Wth that action, states may conti nue
to adopt and enforce California's greenhouse gas
st andards under section 177 so |long as they neet
the requirements of that section.

The following 17 states, California,
Connecti cut, Col orado, Del aware, Massachusetts,
Maryl and, Mai ne, M nnesota, New Jersey, New
Mexi co, Nevada, New York, Oregon, Pennsyl vani a,
Rhode | sl and, Virginia and Washi ngton, have
el ected to adopt the California em ssion standards
over the federal tail pipe standards. These
states, in conbination, represent over 40 percent
of the nation's vehicle market. Congress provided
states two options when it comes to reducing
pol lution fromcars and trucks.

We can adopt nore stringent em ssion
standards or we can accept the federal weaker
tail pi pe em ssion standards. By choosing to adopt
the California standards, states protect
t hemsel ves from future federal regulatory and
policy roll backs, as well as continuing to realize
deeper reductions in pollution fromcars and
trucks. However, we do have to check some boxes.
We have to adopt identical regul ations and provide

the auto industry two years advanced noti ce.
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The EPA has recently announced a
proposal to tighten the federal em ssion
standards. EPA is seeking coments on that
proposal .

The Department OF Natural Resources
And Environmental Control obtains its authority to
regul ate and reduce air pollution and air
contam nants from | egislation passed by the
Del awar e general assenbly. The Del aware statute
aut hori zes the department to regul ate em ssions.
That authority is found in title 7, chapter 60 and
67.

Del awar e adopted California's nore
stringent tail pipe em ssion standards known as | ow
em ssion vehicle standards over ten years ago and
they are in place today.

In 2012, California Air Resources
Board adopted em ssion standards to reduce snog
formng em ssions beginning with the 2015 nodel
year vehicl es.

The Advanced Cl ean Car Program
combi ned three el ements. One was the | ow em ssion
vehicl e standards. Two was greenhouse gas
standard and three was zero em ssion vehicle

requi rements for new passenger cars and trucks.
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The | ow em ssion vehicle three
program provi ded an increasingly nore stringent
em ssion standards for both criteria air
pol | utants and greenhouse gas for new passenger
vehicles and |ight duty trucks in the 2025 nodel
year.

The | ow em ssion vehicle three
criteria standards were devel oped to address the
continued increase in driving while also inmproving
air quality. Delaware chose to only adopt the
first two el ements.

| npl ementation of this regulation was
estimated to result in cars emtting 75 percent
| ess smog form ng pollution in 2025 than the
average car sold in 2012.

The greenhouse gas component was
devel oped in coordination with the United States
Environmental Protection Agency and Nati onal
Hi ghway Traffic Safety Adm nistration for one
nati onal programto harmoni ze the greenhouse gas
and fuel econony standards, also known as CAFE
st andar ds.

The zero em ssion vehicle requirenment
I s designed to achieve the long term em ssion

reducti on goals by requiring auto manufacturers to
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of fer specific nunbers of the cl eanest cars
avail abl e for sale.

These vehicle technol ogies include
full battery electric, hydrogen fuel cell and plug
in hybrid electric vehicles. Over the last 30
years, zero em ssion vehicle requirements have
been nmodified to reflect the state of technol ogy.

Modi fications adopted in 2012, al ong
with the other two advanced cl ean car el enents
have set a market on the path towards zero
em ssion vehicle commercialization with the
resurgence of battery technol ogy, enabling auto
manuf acturers to offer conpetitively priced zero
em ssion vehicles to consuners.

Since 2010, nmore than 1 mllion zero
em ssion vehicles and plug in hybrids have been
registered in California and ot her states who have
adopt ed advanced cl ean car one.

The climate action plan released in
2021, recommended that Del aware consider the
adoption of all three components for advanced
clean car in order to close the gap and meet our
greenhouse reducti on comm tnments. Il n March of
| ast year, our Governor directed the Department Of

Nat ur al Resources And Environmental Control to
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begin the regulatory devel opment process for
addi ng zero em ssion standards to our strategies
for reducing and controlling em ssions from
vehi cl es.

The department is proposing to adopt
the three elements of the California clean car
program begi nning with model year 2027.

Toni ght's proposal requires auto
manufacturers to produce and deliver for sale new
vehicles that meet em ssion standards, which wil
provide real reduction in vehicle em ssion from
Del aware's passenger cars, light duty trucks and
medi um duty vehicles. As required by the Clean
Air Act, our proposed regulation will commence
wi th model year 2027.

Reductions in vehicle em ssions wil
hel p Del aware meet the federally established
health -- health-based air quality goals and
address the transportation em ssions i mpact our
communities |ocated near our roads and hi ghways.

This means vehicle owners do not
comply with this program  This program does not
ban gasoline and diesel vehicles. This proposal
does not prohibit you fromregistering the

gasoline or diesel vehicle, which you currently
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own.
Gasoline and di esel vehicles are
projected to remain on our roads and conprise over
70 percent of the Del aware fleet in 2035.
Compl i ance is achieved by the auto
manuf act urers desi gni ng, producing and certifying
their products to neet the requirenments before
delivering them for sale in Del aware.
Many of the |arge auto manufacturers
such as Ford, GM Volvo and Vol kswagen, have
al ready announced their plans to produce zero
omtting vehicles and deliver themto market.
Some announced goals to be conpletely carbon free.
The cl ean car standards only apply to new, |ight
and medium duty vehicles for sale in Del aware.
The cl ean car standards do not apply to off-road
or heavy duty vehicles, |ike farm equi pnent or
sem -trucks. And they do not apply to existing
vehi cl es or used vehicles for sale. So what part
of the Delaware fleet is covered?
The group of vehicles these
requi rements pertain to, |ight duty passenger cars
and trucks and medi um duty vehicles up to 14,000
pounds. Vehicles that do not operate on Del aware

roads and hi ghways are consi dered to be non-road
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or off-road vehicles and are not covered by this
program

The vehicle -- the regul ation does
not affect agricultural equipnment, construction
vehi cl es and ot her vehicles weighing nore than
14, 000 pounds. Emergency vehicles are exempt from
the current regulations and will continue to be
exempt with this proposal.

Many of our commercial sector
delivery conmpani es have already announced their
plans to transition to zero emtting vehicles for
their class three vehicles. FedEx, United States
Postal Service and Amazon, as well as Wal mart.

You may have seen recent
announcenments and conmmercials showcasi ng new
vehi cl es auto manufacturers are producing. Over
150 new vehicles are expected by 2025. \When woul d
Del aware require conpliance? Beginning with nodel
year 2027.

The advanced cl ean car program
applies to vehicle manufacturers and not vehicle
owners. Beginning with model year 2027,
aut onobi |l e manufacturers will be delivering
I ncreasi ng nunbers of new zero emtting vehicles

t o Del awar e.
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The departnment's proposal includes
changing title of the regulation fromthe | ow
em ssion vehicle programto the advanced cl ean car
program anmend the applicability and add zero
em ssion vehicle requirements by incorporating, by
reference, the California Code of Regul ations.
| ncorporating by reference means, that rather than
writing out the entire regulation in our
adm ni strative code, we reference the source of
the original regulation. You can think of the
termreference like citation in witing a report.

Advanced clear cars two will provide
various flexibility mechanisms for helping with
conpliance by our nation's car nmakers.

Plug-in hybrid electric vehicle
flexibility, manufacturers may fulfill a portion
of their total annual zero em ssion vehicle
requi rement with plug-in hybrid electric vehicles
produced and delivered for sale. Environnmental
justice vehicle values, manufacturers may ful fil
a portion of their total annual zero em ssion
vehicle requirement with additional vehicle val ues
earned according to the follow ng provisions.

New zero em ssion vehicles and

plug-in hybrids provided for use in comunity
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based clean nmobility progranms, new 2024 through
2031 nmodel year zero em ssion vehicles and plug-in
hybri ds provided for use and comunity based cl ean
mobility programs in Delaware, will earn

addi tional vehicle values that can be used to neet
a portion of the manufacturers annual zero

em ssion vehicle requirement.

Vehicles in Del aware sold at the end
of -- end of |lease to participating deal erships.
Zero em ssion vehicles or plug-in hybrids
initially leased in California and sold at the end
of lease to a Del aware deal ership participating in
a financial assistance program will earn
addi ti onal vehicle values that can be used to neet
a portion of the manufacturer's annual zero
em ssion vehicle requirenment. New zero em ssion
vehi cles and plug-in hybrids below the MSRP
threshold. An additional .1 vehicle value will be
earned by a manufacturer for each 2026, through
2028 nmodel year zero em ssion vehicles or plug-in
hybri ds delivered for sale in Delaware with an
MSRP | ess than or equal to $20,275 for passenger
cars, and |l ess than or equal to $26,670 for
| i ghts-duty trucks.

For the purposes of this section, the
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MSRP val ues shall be adjusted annually, beginning
in 2026 nodel year per subsection E.2.F

Early conpliance vehicle val ues.
Manuf acturers may fulfill a portion of their total
annual zero em ssion vehicle requirement with
early conmpliance vehicle val ues earned.

Pooling, to provide flexibility for
manuf acturers for nodel years 2026 through 2030
advanced cl ean car two includes pooling, which
al |l ows manufacturers to nove a specified
percent age of excess zero em ssion vehicle val ues
-- excess zero em ssion vehicle and plug-in hybrid
credit values earned in one state for use in
anot her state, where there's a short fall relative
to the requirenment.

Our em ssions analysis shows total
em ssions for reduction by 2035. Del aware
citizens will have realized reduction in nitrogen
oxi des of 502 tons, particulate matter of 38 U. S.
tons and a well to wheel carbon dioxide of 5.3
mllion metric tons.

The annual health outcomes of
Del aware's adopti on of advanced clean car two were
estimated with EPA's cobra nmodel. Cobra estimtes

t he change in number of cases and their econom c
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val ues for particulate matter associ ated health
effects. EPA' s nodel uses particulate matter as a
proxy for health inpacts.

I n general, adopting advance cl ean
car two reduces on road nmobile source em ssions
and gasoline production and distribution
em ssions, but would increase the electric
generation em ssions. The net health benefit of
t hese em ssion changes in Delaware is $37.1
mllion.

Whi | e advanced cl ean car two woul d
not result in any direct costs on individuals, car
buyers would be indirectly affected. Vehicle
manuf acturers are expected to see increased costs
as a result of their requirements and advanced
clean car two and they will Iikely pass the cost
on to individuals through higher priced vehicle.
Thus it is inportant to understand any indirect
cause to the individual consuner.

Most zero em ssion vehicle purchasers
are estimated to realize significant operational
savi ngs through reduced fuel energy costs or
repair and mai ntenance costs. The total cost of
ownership results in a net savings within the

first year of the vehicle ownership.
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Total costs of ownership anal ysis
does not incorporate financial incentives due to
the uncertainty that these incentives will be
avail able during the tinme period of the
regul ati on.

To the extent that federal, state,
| ocal, utility, other or incentives are avail able,
the total costs of ownership would be even nore
favorable for battery electric vehicles and
I ncrease the favorability for plug-in hybrids and
fuel cell electric vehicles.

Cost conparisons for zero em ssion
vehi cl es versus internal combustion engi nes,
after ten years of ownership, electric vehicles
with a home charger would result in cost savings
of $10,906, with pay back period of 1.8 years.

El ectronic vehicles without a hone
charger would result in a cost savings of $4, 250.
Plug-in hybrids with a home charger would result
in a cost of $1, 046.

During the public workshops and in
person -- and in coments received by the
departnment, many people voiced concerns about
vehicle price and availability of fueling

Infrastructure and access for people in multi-unit
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dwel | i ngs or downt own areas.

Pl anni ng and policy devel opment for
the transition to zero em ssion vehicles has been
underway in the State of Delaware for at |east a
decade.

This includes state-wi de | egislation
and policy and | ocal -1 evel ordinances and fundi ng
and incentives. Significant federal funding
t hrough the bipartisan infrastructure bill and
I nfl ati on Reduction Act are also helping to
accel erate deployment of zero em ssion vehicles
and fueling stations.

The Del awar e Department Of
Transportation and the Del aware Departnment Of
Nat ur al Resources and Environnental Control,

Di vision of Climte Coastal and Energy, are
devel opi ng a Del aware statew de electric vehicle
charging plan. The statew de plan, which wl

hel p gui de charging station |ocations and
feasibility with special interest in serving rural
communi ties, disadvantaged communities and those
who live in multi-unit dwellings. The plan wil
bol ster areas that have high electric vehicle
adoption, as well as prepare areas with | ow

' m going to talk about the econom c wins

associ ated with these rules.

One, these regulations will help keep
vehicle sales in Delaware. |It's inmportant to note
t hat these regul ations are only on new vehicle
sales and in no way affect used vehicle sales,
where the majority of Del awareans purchase their
vehi cl es.

What is does affect is Del aware's
ability to purchase clean cars within the state,
keepi ng noney here in Del aware's economy without
having to travel to Maryland or New Jersey to
purchase the cars that drivers want.

Adoption of the clean car standards
Is the only way to guarantee that auto
manuf acturers will bring the |atest nodels of zero
em ssion vehicles to Del awar e.

Number two, it sends a signal to the
mar ket. These regul ati ons do not take place
overnight. They ranp up slowly over tinme hel ping
to send a strong signal to the industry to provide
additional investments to the state to help ensure

that this transition can be managed and

certainty and the ability to plan accordingly for
the future.

And nunber three, EVs are also good
for driver's wallets. As we saw | ast year, the
price of gasoline is volatile. And is a major
reason why transportation is a |large source of
energy burden for househol ds. EVs are cheaper to
refuel than a gasoline vehicle, and the price of
electricity is inherently nmore stable than
gasoline, helping for famlies plan their
transportation expenses without any surprises.

In addition to cheaper mai ntenance
costs, the up front cost of electric vehicles are
al so decreasing. Wth the state and federal
I ncentives, electronic vehicles are becom ng
cheaper to purchase for famlies in Del aware.

It's clear that these regulations are
a win for Del aware and will help the state be
conpetitive with our neighbors. Adoption of the
clean cars rule is an inportant step to solidify
Del aware as a | eader and keep the state first and
not last in terms of the clean transportation

future.

I mprove air quality and ensure access to a
di version supply for sale in the state.

The rul es are anbitious but
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achi evable. AACI|I was devel oped by California
after extensive devel opnent with stakehol ders,
i ncludi ng i ndustry, in a robust technical
feasibility and cost benefiting anal ysis.

The regul ations i mposed obligations
on vehicle manufacturers. Rivian stands ready to
meet those requirements with our product |ineup.
Ri vian's vehicles are proof that now is the tinme
for Del aware to adopt the ACCII standards.

Achi eving 100 percent passenger EV
sal es by 2035 is not only achievabl e, but
essential for achieving the states greenhouse gas
em ssions reductions requirements and i nproving
public health. ACCII is the clear choice for
achieving the states ZEV and transportation
decar boni zati on goals, which only become nore
| mportant as our society increasingly feels inpact
of climte change. More over, ACCI| standards
provi de much needed certainty to guide long term
I nvestment for all market stakehol ders and
participants including utilities and charging
provi ders. Rivian thanks Del aware and the
departnment for proposing your rule making package
t hat meets the moment.

Once again, thank you for your
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| eadership and for your hard work devel oping the
proposal. The market is ready for ACCI| adoption
in Del aware this year. We respectfully urge the
departnment to finalize the rules. Thanks again.

as well. There are no m ssed reasons to support
t he Advanced Cl ean Car |1 program bei ng adopted in

Del aware, as it being done by nearly all of our
nei ghbori ng states.

Air quality, of course, is at the
very top of that list, but tonight, I'mgoing to
focus on how the decision will inmpact the | ocal
mar ket pl ace and our infrastructure devel opnment in
the State of Del aware. There are currently over 90
electrified vehicle car models available in the
United States. Globally, that nunber junps to
over 300 total unique nodels. However, you would

never know this by |ooking at what is avail able
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here in Del aware. Why that is, is because we are
not part of this program

We know that the proliferation of
technology follows a pattern. You can look it up.
It's called the S curve technology. W saw this
in tel ephones and internet and autonmobiles back in
the day. Technol ogy starts out in a novel idea
that only the nost engaged are aware of.

Then it starts getting tal ked about
and purchased by early adopters. But before | ong
there comes a tipping point at 5 percent
proliferation. After that tipping point, the
technol ogy has been proven and adopti on and
proliferation is nearly inevitable. Most of the
wor| d passed that 5 percent point with EV quite
some time ago. Our neighboring states did so in
the |last few years, and Del aware actually did so
| ast year.

So why are we not seeing EVs on the
|l ots in Del aware? That is because we are not a
part of this program which signals to auto makers
which states to prioritize when delivering these
cars. M\Whether we join this programwi |l not have
an i npact on the regional or gl obal market. It

won't change the prioritization of other states,
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but it will determne if we becone a priority.

Wth this program Del aware car
buyers can become a priority fromthe market
rat her than being forced to wait for nmonths on | ow
priority orders when they do determ ne that they
woul d Ii ke these vehicles. This also adds i npact
and infrastructure investment as these are |argely
driven by expected demand.

Make no m stake, this transition is
and will continue to happen. The only question
left is if we would rather have a gradual
transition that prioritizes our state and its
citizens or if we want to wait and play catch up
at our own expense |ater down the road. That is
why we are encouraging tonight and will be
subm tting nmore | onger coments in support of
adopting ACCII and hel p make sure that the market
continues -- or starts to prioritize Del awar e.
Thank you.

MS. CHI LDEARS: Our current commenter
is Larry Mayo.

LARRY MAYO: Il"m Larry Mayo.
Vice-president of Institute On The Constitution,
and senior instructor of the Del aware State

Constitution, which I've been teaching for two
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years, researching for three, and studying for
t hree.

First of all, I would Ilike to state
that, if you notice on our great seal, there's a
banner underneath the figures in the center that
says liberty and i ndependence. You see, Del aware
i's an i ndependent state. And our declaration of
I ndependence, describes a state as the state of
Great Britain that we separated from

Now, in our constitution, the
executive branch, which is what DNREC is part of
and the secretary answers to the Governor, the
executive branch has no constitutional authority
to legislate or to make law. It's only lawfully
aut horized to enforce Del aware |aws. And the
preanbl e, the Del aware state constitution, says
t hat through divine goodness, all people have, by
nature, and it continues, of acquiring and
protecting reputation and property and in general
obtai ning objects suitable to their condition
wi t hout injury by one to another, and these rights
are essential to their welfare.

Since you swore an oath before God to
uphol d and follow the constitution, and defend the

constitution, make sure others follow the
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constitution, both the Del aware state and the U. S.

constitutions, and we all know violation of that
oath is perjury.

And ignorance of the law, including
the suprenme |l aw of the state and the nation, is
not a valid defense in any court.

What Del aware Statute authorizes
DNREC or the secretary or the Governor to dictate
commerce. Now you have authority to regul ate
commerce. But you cannot dictate commerce. You
cannot dictate to the auto dealers that they
cannot sell a |legal product. So therefore, |
woul d say that this regulation is a violation of
the state constitution. There is -- California's
| aws are foreign |laws to Del aware.

They're just as foreign as France's
| aws, even though they're part of the United
States, they're a separate, independent state,

t 00.

So until Del aware's | egislature
passes a |law, giving you the authority to do this
regul ation, specifically, you don't have that
aut hority.

And | thank you for your time. And

hope you'll enjoy and follow the constitution.

The switch to | ow emi ssion and zero em ssion cars
has begun across the country and the world. And
it will continue whether or not Del aware accepts

the ACC Il regulations. Accepting these
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regul ati ons now, however, will allow us to
purchase EVs in Delaware and to nmake

evi dence- based deci sions on where charging
stations are needed.

Not accepting them now, means t hat
residents in high traffic areas will continue to
suffer for nore years from unacceptable | evels of
ozone and particulates and toxic volatile
organics. A lot of concerns have been expressed
about batteries for EVs, and they're really being
addressed on many fronts. Batteries will be
getting cheaper and | onger-I|asting.

EVs are already much | ess prone to
fires than gasoline powered vehicles. But solid
state lithium batteries will provide even greater
safety within the next few years. Different types
of lithium batteries are being made that don't
requi re cobalt, which is very expensive. And
they're already avail abl e.

Lithium tungsten batteries are ready
to be scaled up and produced in different sizes
for vehicles and other uses. They charge rapidly
and supply readily avail able power.

Ot her batteries that are in

devel opnment don't require any lithium So we
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don't have to worry about |ithium supply. You
should note that lithium batteries are not any
nmore toxic than existing batteries used.

Recent | nnovations in other
batteries, have brought them close to being a
charge. These will all be on the market well
before the end of the decade. DNRECs deci sion on
t hese regul ati ons needs to be based on sound
science published in peer review journals. This
science shows us that issues with batteries used
in EVs can be and are being addressed and will be
addresses once demand is high.

Science al so shows us that gl obal
warmng is real. It's strongly related to carbon
di oxide levels, along with a significant |evel of
about 30 percent of a growing contribution from
met hane | eaks from extraction of gas and oil.

Sci ence shows us we need to quickly
nove away from fossil fuels and rely on cheaper,
sol ar and wi nd power. Accepting the ACCII
standards is a vital step that needs to be done
now. Thank you.

A peer review paper published this
nmonth by Dr. Eric Garcia and her coauthors
entitled, California' s early transition to
electric vehicles observed health and air quality
code benefits, shows that ZIP code by ZIP code,
even while electric vehicles are still a very
smal | part of the vehicle fleet, that ZIP codes
t hat have hi gher percentage of electric vehicles,
have | ower asthma adm ssion rates at the emergency
depart ment.

| see Delaware as a multi-regional,
down-wi nd, air-pollutant sink. There an urgency
to follow the exanple of so many other states in
adopting the ACC II. The air quality of Del aware
Is materially degraded by carbon and ot her
pollution in upwi nd regions of the country,
not ably the M dwest and Western Md Atlantic
region.

Bei ng on the receiving end of other
states air pollutants, Delaware has the need to
t ake conpensatory actions to mtigate the harmto

its residents. This need requires Del aware to be
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aggressive like our fellow Md Atlantic states in
the mtigating carbon and other pollution that
adversely affects the health of its residents.

Second, some say that ACC Il would
prevent Del aware residents fromcontinuing to use
their fossil fueled vehicles and prohibit their
purchase of fossil fuel vehicles in the future.
Not hing in the program mandates such outcones.

During the programis term many
hundreds of mllions of fossil fuel vehicles wll
be purchased within the United States. The useful
| i ves of vehicles have increased in |ight of
technol ogi cal and manufacturing i nmprovenents.
Many fossil fuel vehicles sold this year, and
every year until 2035, will remain in use for
quite someti ne.

A robust market in used fossil fueled
vehicles likely will continue well after 2035.
Under the program there will be no prohibition
agai nst the continuing use of such vehicles.

My electric bill has nearly doubled since
it's taking over six hours to do a full charge and
t he gas expenses have also increased due to
m sgui ded fossil fuel policies.

After 30 years in the Air Force, |

could have |lived anywhere upon retirement. But |
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came back to my hometown of Del awar e. Note, | say
Del awar e not Del af orni a. Il Iived in beautiful
sunny California for nearly ten years, but woke up
to their damagi ng policies and couldn't get away
fast enough.

Our state |legislature has del egated
their authority to regulate specific vehicle
mandates to DNREC, thus turning judgment over to a
smal | handful of unel ected enployees. The words
denmocracy and freedom are often thrown around as
buzz words, but | take them seriously. This
mandate i s not democracy nor freedom for we the
people. This is a perfect example of governnment
over reach at its finest.

[t"s unconstitutional for the
| egi sl ator to del egate the authority of | aw-making
that is vested in the |legislature, article 2,
section 1 of the Del aware constitution states
that, the |egislative power of the state shall be
vested in the general assenbly, which shall
consi st of a senate and a house of
representatives.

We the people elect our |egislators.
We don't elect admnistrative agency officials.

And as an adm ni strative agency, DNRECs m ssi on,
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fromits own website, includes these words,
engage, protect, inprove, |ead and educate.
Nowhere is there the authority to mandate.

Additionally, it's not good
governance when you have one hearing for the
entire state with limted time avail able, and nmake
it very difficult for people to navigate the
various websites they need to utilize to register
to utilize my first amendment rights that we the
peopl e can participate in this process. There's a

| strongly support DNRECs adopti on of
the ACC Il regulations. Every gas-powered vehicle
emts roughly five tons of CO 2 per year. W nust

t ake meani ngful action to stop the transportation

sector's contribution to climte change. If we do
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not hi ng, our grandchildren will wonder why we
didn't have the political will to save our
beaches, prevent catastrophic weather events and
avoi d deadly summerti me heat waves.

Those opposed to these regul ati ons
say that we don't need themto inmprove our air

guality because it's already inproving.

While this is true, it is msleading.
The fact is, that Delaware's ten nonitors don't
tell the whole story. Even in an area with
reasonably good regional air quality, near roadway
em ssions pose significant health risks. Em ssion
from gas vehicles harm our health in two ways.
Near roadway em ssions increase a variety of |ung
and heart risks for residents who |live or work or
go to school within about 600 feet of a heavily
trafficked roadway.

Our recent study even concl uded that
t hose who |lived or worked close to heavily
trafficked roadways, face a higher risk of
dementia. And no matter where we |live or work,
when we are driving on one of our congested
hi ghways, 95, the Lancaster Pike, Route 1, we are
breathing a stew of harmful em ssions, including

nitrogen oxides's hydrocarbons and carci nogens
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| i ke benzene. Pollution fromtraffic poses the
greatest risks to our nost vul nerabl e popul ati on
groups, children, teenagers, and the elderly.

Children may suffer fromincreased
asthma attacks and inmpaired |lung function. And
elderly increase their risk of premature death
fromthe risks of Cardiovascul ar di sease, COPD and
heart attacks.

Adoption of California's ACC ||
standards woul d gradually transition the state to
clean electric vehicles. Reductions in
gas- powered vehicles on our roads would result in
measur abl e health benefits and reduced healthcare
costs as we gradually stopped breathing the
harnmful em ssion from gas-powered cars. Thank
you.

on EV cars.

And so those who contact you and
protest against the program | feel really have
been msled. It sort of rem nded me of the tea
partyers back in 2010 who tal ked about death
panel s and other information and m sinformation

and just kind of got people riled up, which I

The average cost to replace the battery in a Tesla
of 2008 is $30,000, which puts it out of the range

of most people on a fixed income or retired

I ncomes.

So -- and |'ve heard people in favor
of it. And I'mnot talking about opposing any of
their comment about favorability. But what | am

saying is we should all be | ooking at both sides
of this equation and allow ng the people of the
citizens of the State of Del aware to vote on this
| egi slation -- this mandate, and not make it a
mandate.

| eaders, are guilty of one-di mensional thinking
when it conmes to discussion of |ow em ssion
vehi cl es.

By one dinension, |I'mtalking about
| ooki ng at one aspect of a situation without
recogni zing the consequences of its
I mpl ement ati on.

Wth internal combustion engine, the
power source is |located in the vehicle. Em ssi ons
are easy to see.

Wth a zero em ssions vehicle, the
power source is at some other power plantar across
the state or the country. This power is then
transmtted through wires via the electric grid.

A daily charge consumes 13.4 kil owatt
hours of electricity. As of 2021, there are
811,000 light-duty gas and diesel vehicles
regi stered in Del awar e.

Assum ng that, at any one day, only
hal f the vehicles are plugged in to charge, this
woul d be an incremental demand of 5,433, 000
kil owatt hours of electricity.

Since nmost of Del aware's electricity

I's generated from natural gas power plants, each
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month this would require an additional 1.2 mllion
cubic feet of natural gas to power the increase in
demand.

In addition to the increased power
generation, there's the distribution system of the
power grid to be concerned with.

When people return home from work
each day, there's going to be a huge demand on the
grid as people plug in their vehicles to charge
overni ght.

| recall power conpanies asking
people to raise their tenperature or shut off air
conditioning during the peak usage time.

Returni ng honme after the house has been unoccupied
during the day, people will typically crank up the
AC to cool down the house. And this, the heavy
demand from vehicle charging, we'll see a heavy
peak demand which could result in brownouts or

wor se.

We've seen the story about power
| i nes overheating in California and causing wild
wires fires. |s that what we want in Del aware?

Then there are the driving safety and
ot her cost considers. \What happens when you | ose

power in your electric car due to traffic tie-ups?
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Wth internal conbustion vehicle, you run out of
gas, you call AAA or hike to a gas station to get
a gallon or two to get underway.

Wth electric vehicle, the car wil
have to be towed to a charging station. Tow ng
electric vehicles requires a flatbed, as none of
t he wheels can be turning without a car running.
Conpare a few dollars for gas to a few hundred for
a tow.

That al so means you can't tow an
el ectronic vehicle behind a recreational vehicle.
Want to tow a boat or a trailer? Sorry. In tests
of a Ford F150 Lightning pickup truck, the range
dropped from 305 mles to 90 mles when towi ng a
boat. That's barely enough to get you from Dover
t o Rehobot h Beach.

There's definitely a place for |ower
em ssion vehicles, but to mandate this as only
option is a prime exanple of ignoring Newton's
third |aw, which to paraphrase, for every action
there's a --

Failures to adopt the
regul ati on would mean that Del aware and its
residents woul d be delayed from reaping the nost
benefits associated with the transition towards a
zero em ssion transportation future. Since
aut omakers woul d send EVs to the states that have
adopted ACCII first.

Adopting ACCII is not just good for
the climate, it will also inmprove air quality and
heal th, which will continue to inprove over time
as cleaner energy is added on to the grid.

According to the American Lung

Associ ation, the shift to zero em ssi on
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transportation and energy will result in 462 fewer
premat ure deaths, 11,200 fewer asthma attacks, and
55,100 fewer | ost work days in Delaware from 2020
to 2015, totaling $5.1 billion in cunulative
health benefits.

ACCII will also reduce costs for
drivers. W know that gasoline prices are
volatile, while the price of electricity has
hi storically been stable. And EVs have | ower
mai nt enance costs, due to the fact there are only
18 moving parts in the electric drive train
conpared to over 2000 in a gas car.

Al so, since ACCII will Iikely
i ncrease net facility revenue as it electrifies
Del aware's |ight-duty vehicle fleet, Del aware
househol d and conmmercial customers will |ikely
enjoy electricity bill savings because of ACCII.

Del aware is primed for transition
towards zero em ssion vehicles. And in order for
to Del awareans to realize these benefits, as soon
as possible, it is inmperative that this departnment
nove to adopt these regul ations.

We must continue to | ower tail pipe
pollution in Delaware for the sake of our health
and to help put the brakes on climte change.

Zero em ssion vehicles are our
future. Car manufacturers have already shifted
solidly towards EVs, investing billions of dollars
into the transition of EV technol ogy because these
cars are sinpler and easier to manufacturer.
They're not going to turn back now.

We must adopt the Advanced Cl ean Car
Il regulations so we do not get overl ooked and
| eft behind by the auto industry. They are
already targeting and will continue to target

t hose states that have already adopted or are in
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t he process of adopting ACCII.

We need to send the message that
Del aware wants to be part of this EV market, al ong
with our neighboring states, Maryland and New
Jersey.

This is the time to be
forward-thinking for the State of Del aware and for
our children's futures. Adopting the ACCI
standards will entice private EV charging
conpanies to invest in developing the necessary
infrastructure in our state. By starting this
transition to nore EVs in our state, it will, in
turn, help reduce the air pollution that my famly
and my comunity here in New Castle are dealing
wi t h.

All this bumper sticker rage is
comng froma deceitful propaganda operation that
profits when you're riled up. No one is com ng
for your car.

Gasoline cars cause many nore
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dangerous fires than battery electric vehicles.
Lithiumion cars are cleaner than gas cars when
made, operated and junped.

Carbon dioxide is a hel pful gas,
until it gets to the gargantuan quantities which
chemcally react in a way that destroys the
protective mediating | ayers of our atnosphere.

Aut o makers are now installing
mul ti pl e modul ar batteries instead of one |arge,
nore expensive single battery.

The price of zero em ssion cars are
no different than gasoline cars. Actually, |ook.
Thank you to the governor and to DNREC for their
| eadership on this issue. The only thing we have
to fear, is fear itself.

Thank
you for the opportunity to testify today. M name
is Emly Knearl. And |I'mrepresenting the Nature
Conservancy in Del aware. The Nature Conservancy
supports the proposed regulations as witten and
urges its adoption.

Del aware and the world are facing a
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gl obal climate catastrophe fueled by greenhouse
gasses. We no |l onger have the luxury of waiting
to take new action.

The First State is already seeing
more and nore climte-rel ated sunny, flood days,
high tides, intense rain storms and communities
bei ng cut off due to high water followi ng
precipitation events.

The City of Lewes title gauge has
al ready seen -- recorded one foot of sea |evel
rise since 1990, one foot. And the state
currently projects sea levels to rise up to 23
inches by 2050, and up to five feet by 2100. And
green gases are not just a problem because
they're causing climte change. They al so get
washed into our waterways, harm ng water quality,
fish, and other aquatic wild |life. They cause
mul ti ple health problems in humans, as has been
di scussed tonight, particularly to those
i ndi viduals who Iive in our most overburdened
communities. And they also cause health probl ens
to | and-based wild |life, as well. And it al so
damages crops and contam nates soils.

Concerns have been raised in the

public dialogue around chall enges with car
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charging infrastructure availability.

In Del aware, there are currently over
120 public EV charging stations, according to the
United States Departnment of Energy, with plans to
i ncrease that nunber to at |least 25 mles -- every
25 mles on designated highways.

This represents a significant
I ncrease from 2011. 12 years ago, there were two
charging stations in Delaware. Twelve years
| ater, there are now over 125.

| mention that nunber because if we
can go fromtwo stations to 120 in 12 years, think
about how many stations we will have in 12 years
in 2035, when the hundred percent electric vehicle
sal e requirenment kicks in.

Finally, |I want to make a point about
the scale-up of EV sales requirements and how it
benefits Del awar eans.

Ri ght now, car makers can ignore our
mar ket. But by requiring this new standard, car
makers will be required to offer our consumer
choi ces, choices across vehicles, choices across
prices. And this will benefit The First State, as
wel | as car deal ershi ps.

I n conclusion, the benefits of
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electric vehicles and passing the standard is
undeni able from zero em ssions to reduced
dependence upon possible fuels to protect our
environnment .

A recent study by the University of
Sout hern California found that for every electric
20 electric vehicles per 1,000 people in that
state, there was a 3.2 percent drop in
asthma-rel ated emergency room visits.

Research in Norway, where EV adoption
has been greatest, has found dramatic reductions
in air pollution, not only in that country, but
even beyond its borders.

So I just want to urge adoption of
this policy. W need to take action now.

The majority of EV batteries are still on the road
and will continue to serve as stationary storage
after they outlive their vehicles with over
200,000 mles, and then are recycled at conmpanies
| i ke Redwood Materi al s.

EV batteries don't just got to the
dunmp after a few years, and total |ife cycle
pol lution, including mning, is far |l ess than
total pollution fromgas cars. Thank you for
provi di ng several options to be heard. And | hope
Del aware nmoves to adopt this essential programfor
our future.

ACCI| programis built on reductions
and harnful air pollutants, such as smog-form ng
oxi de nitrogen and fine particles. And these
em ssions contribute to a wide range of negative
heal th consequences. In fact, the Health Effects
Institute recently confirmed, or reconfirmed, that
traffic pollution contributes to early death and
is linked to lung cancer death, asthma onset in
children and ot her negative health consequences.

By cl eaning up the conbustion vehicle
fleet, the ACCII programwill clear the air as the
new car sales transition to zero em ssion
technol ogi es over the next dozen or so years.

The policy includes health protections,
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climate benefits and consumer protections.

Further, the Federal Inflation Reduction Act
offers significant incentives for knew and used
zero em ssion vehicle purchases, while bipartisan
infrastructure | aw supports nore fueling for these
vehi cl es.

The American Lung Associ ation pl aces
a high priority on state adoption of the ACCI
program because it protects |lung health and
protects clean air progress over decades of the
Cl ean Air Act inplementation and reduces climte
solution that threatens the health of all

We' ve done our own extensive research
on the health benefits of zero em ssions
technol ogi es. We engaged in the original
California rule maki ng and each rule making taken
up by the state sense.

I n Del aware, we estimated over 5
billion in public health benefits cumul atively by
2050 through a transition to zero em ssion
passenger vehicles, trucks and cl eaner energy.

Our study points to hundreds of |ives
saved, over 10,000 asthma attacks avoi ded, and
over 55,000 | ost work days avoi ded because the air

will be that much cl eaner.
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As documented in our State of the Air
2023 report, and released just |ast week, Del aware
has made i nportant progress in cleaning the air,
and nmust continue to take all opportunities to
I mpl ement the nmost health protective measures at
home, in addition to taking advantage of the
federal investments and infrastructure, consumer
rebates and tax incentives.

So with that, | want to say thank you
for holding this inmportant discussion and urge the
| mpl ementation of this life-saving role w thout
delay.

attacks.

Wth the ACCII initiative, electric
vehicl es can becone a popular option. This would
cut tail pipe em ssions and reduce air pollution
dramatical ly.

The American Lung Association reports
that on a national |evel, adopting a plan |like
ACCI | can stop over 2.7 mllion asthma attacks
from happening to our nation's children and
t eenagers.

We are on the cusp of a major
technol ogi cal shift, much as we were a Century
ago, when autonobiles replaced the horse and
buggy.

As was mentioned earlier, such
technol ogi cal transformations follow sim|ar
patters and present many sim | ar chall enges
regardi ng safety, infrastructure and econom cs.

Back in the early 1900s, however,
city |l eaders across the country faced an
overriding concern, that many horses providing
transportation in their streets produced an
unmanageabl e amount of manure.

Therefore, those | eaders enbraced a
new transportation technol ogy, vehicles with
I nternal combusti on engi nes that prom sed a
cl eaner, healthier environment for your residents,
and they took numerous actions that paved the way
for that transition.

Not everyone was happy about it at
the tinme. But eventually, alnmst everyone adopted

this new technol ogy, as they recognized its
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advant ages.

Of course, gasoline-powered vehicles
come with their own harnful waste products.
Unheal t hy em ssions now fl ood our skies from
mllions of tail pipes. Fortunately, a cleaner
technology is now a viable option and we are in a
position to facilitate a nmore rapid and wi despread
adoption of EVs.

|''m grateful that prior |eaders had
the wi sdomto prevent our ancestors from becom ng
m nered in horse manure. And | hope our current
| eaders will have the sanme foresight and adopt the
Advanced Cl ear Car rul es.

These are exanples of how nmy husband
and | take personal steps to reduce our carbon
f oot prints. However, to achieve the kind of
dramati c reductions in hydrocarbon pollutants and
greenhouse gasses needed to safeguard future
generations, we nust have effective, strong,
governnment al policies.

Therefore, | strongly support the
Advanced Clean Car Il initiative. Between now and
2035, when regul ation would take full effect, we
have time to build the infrastructure needed to
handl e the transition to EVs.

The American Lung Association's 2023
State of Air Report, released this nonth, found
significant exposure to annual participle
pol l uti on, unhealthy levels of ground | evel ozone
air pollution and the short spikes in the particle
pol lution across Del aware, more than 81 percent of
Del aware residents live in counties that do not
meet federal EPA Clean Air Standards for ozone or
are in mai ntenance, which means they have to
actively work to reduce em ssions communities of
color and | ow wealth communities in Del aware, bear
an especially unfair burden of fuel costs and

conparable air pollution due to decades of
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system ¢ margi nalization.

A 2017 study conducted by the Union
of Concerned Scientists, found that select
communi ties which had high poverty rates and
hi gher percentages of people of color than state
averages, had higher risk of cancer and potenti al
for respiratory illnesses that stand from toxic
out door air pollution.

We're constantly | earning nore and
nmore about the positive effect of zero em ssion
vehicles. For an exanple, a real-world study
published just a few weeks ago denobnstrated that
for every additional 20 zero em ssion vehicles per
1,000 people, there was a 3.2 percent drop in the
rate of asthma-rel ated enmergency visits and a
smal | suggestive reduction in 02 levels. This
means that famlies, individuals and communities
have already started to see the |ife-changing
effect of breathing clean air.

Ensuring that Del aware has nore
transportation options for consumers that
i ndi vi dual busi nesses and governnments will have
opportunity to inmprove local air and quality and
protect the health, we must give them that choice.

need to remain our reality --

Del aware, in fact, has
one of the highest rates of pediatric asthm in
the country.

Okay. Brain fog in school children
transported on di esel fuel buses, heart disease,
preterm births, sleep disturbance and obesity
| evel s, are just a few of the other illnesses we
create or make worse due to our inordinately high
| evel of snog.

Chi Il dren whose |ungs and brains are
devel opi ng, ol der people, and those who worKk
outdoors, as well as those who live in more in
communities situated closer to the pollution
sources, are at highest risk. But, be clear, that
no one who breathes is imune fromthe danmage t hat
poor air quality silently inflicts.

Fine particulate matters swept into

the tiny branches into our lungs and across
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menbr anes into our blood streans can effect | ung
tissue, as well as other systens.

And our snmpg issue is primarily
caused in Del aware by vehicle exhaust on the
roads, and this smog problemwi |l worsen as the
climte warmns.

The good news is that there is
evi dence, good evidence, that these health
outcomes will quickly inprove if our |evels of air
pollution are significantly decreased.

ACCIlI will make electric alternatives
to outnoded fossil fuel power available to
purchase in Delaware. |It's not perfect, but
certainly a big imrovenent that will go a | ong
way towards inmproving our collective health.

Based on Zeta's own research, private sectors

i nvestments in the domestic EV supply chain total
at | east $200 billion and support nearly 400, 000
Ameri can j obs.

And, thanks to the incentives in the
Federal Inflation Reduction Act, the industry is
movi ng at an unprecedented speed to scale up the

donmestic EV supply chain at every stage of
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producti on.

I ndustry confidence in electric
vehicles is paralleled by public opinion. They're
going to show a bipartisan majority 68 percent of
Ameri cans have a positive opinion of EVs. And
what's nmore, a 2022 JD Power study showed that 96
percent of EV owners say they will purchase
another EV in the future.

While some critics will point to
great instability, studies have wi dely concl uded
that U. S. energy providers can and will rise to
t hi s occasi on.

A 2019 Departnment of Energy study
found that sufficient energy power generation is
expected to be available to support high EV marKket
growth as it evolvs over tine.

The Department of Energy own
alternative fuels data center has mapped 146
public EV charging stations in Del aware al one, and
t hat doesn't include at-honme charging, where the
vast majority of charging occurs today.

| ong evening are, first of all, the electric cars
are cool. And | don't know if that's an all owable

reason for you to nove towards those. But you
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know, you don't have to deal with the gas. You
don't have to have the fumes. You don't have to
pay so much to fill themup. And they're quiet.
So | think there's some other reasons that people
that | know have electric cars, all |love them and
t hey woul dn't go back to gas.

The second thing | wanted to say is
that with regard to climte, Delaware is a
|l ow-1ying state. We're getting flooding already
and we're going to flood nmore. And | think it's
really inportant for us to do our fair share
towards climte. You know we can't sit here and
say, well we're not going to bother to try to get
rid of our em ssions, while we think other people
are going to do that, so that our state doesn't
get flooded all the tine.

So, | think we really have to step up
there to do our fair share. And this is clearly
part of that.

Then third of all, I"'ma retired
environnmental scientist. And people have made a
| ot of great coments about the health issues and
| mpacts. And | just wanted to add two things that
have not been said, | think.

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| earned in our research over the last 20 or so
years that there's really no safe |level for these
pol lutants. And so even though we have reduced
numbers consi derably, we're still seeing inpacts
as we continue to nove down, because it's just bad
for you, even at a low level. You get that
reactive ozone in your lungs and if you're young,
It prevents them from developing fully. And if
you're old, it prevents you from having as much
function as you would have. So you can't breathe
as well. And if you have pul monary or someti mes
cardi ac related effects, you die sooner, you know.
So that's a real effect.

And you -- probably people in all of
our famlies have experienced that. So getting
rid of all of this pollution is really better than
not doing that froma health point of view

And the other thing | wanted to say
as we tal k about sensitive groups, including the
younger people and the ol der people, but with any
| uck, we're all both of those, right? W start
off as a young person and we get to be an old
person if we're older. So that pretty much
encompasses everyone.

Our state and federal governments
have heard the warnings of climte scientists and
t hey have recogni ze the need to end sales of new
gasoline powered |ight duty vehicles by 2035.

We'll not achieve 100 percent
electric car sales by 2035, unless we conmmt to a
strong, steadily increasing year over year sales
requi rements that achieve at |east 75 percent zero
em ssion vehicle sales by 2030.

ACCII will put states on this path
and will go a long way in helping to neet our
goal s for reduction of greenhouse gas em ssions as
stated in Delaware's climte action plan.

It's our right as a state to adopt
air quality standards that exceed the federal
standard. California has |led the way in
regul ating air pollution, and Del aware with | ower
air quality overall should followit.

My name is
Sarah Bucic. Thank you for allowing me the
opportunity to provide comments today.

| " ve been a registered nurse here in
Del aware for over 20 years and |'ve lived here
over 40 years. And tonight |I'mrepresenting the
Al'l'i ance of Nurses for Healthy Environments.
We're the only national nursing organization
focused solely on the intersection of environment
and heal th.

And | will be submtting nmore
expansive comments. But | just wanted to state
that we are here today to request that Del aware's
Department of Natural Resources anmend these
regul ati ons and update them by adopting the
California' s Advanced Clean Car |1 Low Em ssion
Vehi cl e and Greenhouse Gas Standards and add
requi rements for zero emtting vehicles for nodel
year 2027 and beyond.

As nurses, we're very supportive of

this initiative by DNREC. A |ot of the comments
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said tonight, we agree with. But nost of all,
pollution fromthe transportation sector has been
a long-standi ng obstacle to advanci ng
environmental justice.

And as many communities of col or and
| ow-i nconme famlies |live near areas where
pollution from vehicles and engines is abundant,
they therefore experience disproportionate
exposures to this pollution.

And numerous comunities throughout
our state live within close proximty to 195, to
Route 1 and communities near the Port of
W I m ngton have | ong experienced the health
i mpacts of vehicle pollution. These proposed
standards are not a ban on gasoline cars, but
they're a requirement on auto makers, not
custonmers

No one is being forced to buy
anyt hing under this proposal. Plug-in hybrids,
whi ch have gasoline engines, are eligible vehicles
under this program and the rule does not affect
vehicl es which are used vehicles which are the
maj ority of sales nationw de.

Gas cars will remain beyond 2050.

Del aware is not being forced to foll ow al
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California regulations noving forward. There's no
requi rement for Del aware to adopt these standards.
| nst ead, Del aware would be acting on the ability
under federal |law to adapt stronger standards that
provi de benefits to our state.

Peopl e can still buy and sell used
gas- powered cars, but new ones would no | onger be
delivered in ACCI| states after 2035.

We know t hat al nost every auto
manuf acturer has already commtted to not making
and selling any nmore gas-powered cars after that
year. So we ask that Del aware and -- support this
heal t h- protective safeguard for Del awareans to
have the choice to breathe cleaner air. Thank
you.

MRS. SWEENEY: Our next commenter is
Mary Joe Foley Birrenkott.

MARY JOE FOLEY Bl RRENKOTT: My name
Is Mary Joe Fol ey, representing the Rural and
Agriculture Council of America testifying in
opposition to this proposed amendment. Sever al
concerns throughout this opposition, including
initial cost and upkeep of electric cars and
feasibility of electric vehicles in rural areas

and the effect of a governnment-inposed mandate on
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the free market.

Wth inflationary pressures already
putting the squeeze on househol d budgets, it is
conpl etely unreasonable to ask Del awareans to
shoul der even nore daily costs.

Del aware's average per capita inconme
is $38,917, according to the |atest nunbers from
the U.S. census.

The Kelly Bl ue Book reports the
average price for brand new electric vehicle at
$55, 000, while average four-door sedan costs
around $35,000. Beyond that initial $20,000 price
difference, the American Autonobile Association
estimates that electric vehicle owners spend, at
m ni nrum $600 nmore annual ly. Despite its size,
Del aware is still mostly rural below the
Chesapeake and Del aware canal .

At a U S. Health Agriculture
Comm ttee hearing, Mark Mlls, senior fellow of
t he Manhattan Institute testified that EVs cannot
meet the overall practical performance
requi rements, especially in rural areas.

There are a nunber of hidden costs in
rural areas, including more power grid outages,

which are already 50 percent nore frequent than in
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ur ban areas.

Rural residents are still able to
travel in a power outage with a full tank of gas.
However, if a grid outage happened and only -- and
the only avail able vehicle was electric, the
homeowner woul d have had to have spend over 30,000
on installing a home-based battery storage system
t hat could hold enough backup power to fill up
just half of the battery.

By definition, rural areas are
sparsely popul ated and, as such, those living in
these regions are |largely self-sufficient.
Therefore, it is not only the |ower driving
performance of electric vehicles that worries
rural Americans, it's the unreliability of these
vehicles in the case of a natural disaster or
emer gency.

Lastly, electric vehicle ownership
shouldn't be a decision made by the government. A
free market is one that operates voluntarily with
little or no government control. The proposed
amendments give the executive branch the authority
to choose winners and |losers in the marketpl ace by
subpl anting traditional auto manufacturers through

t he subsidi zing of electric vehicle manufacturers.
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For consumers seeking to purchase electric
vehicles, we recognize their place in the greater
aut onobi | e mar ket pl ace; however, not all
Del awar eans would like to own a costly electric
vehi cl e.

The Rural and Agriculture Council of
Anmerica would like to join the majority of
Del aware residents in opposition to proposed
amendments to the Del aware | ow em ssion vehicle
program We urge --

MRS. SWEENEY: Next conmmenter is
Caroline Dritschel.

Under the ACCII program we'll have
t he option of purchasing electric vehicles in
state, thus keeping our car dealers in business,
and keeping the nmoney in our state. Wth the

addition of electric vehicles com ng to Del awar e,
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nmore charging stations will be built and made

avail able |i ke gas stations are today. And as an

addi ti onal bonus, tailpipe pollution will |essen,
so our air quality will be better.
Is this to say you'll be forced to

purchase an electric vehicle now? No. Gas

powered vehicles will be here for quite sometime
and so will gas stations. But that doesn't mean
change wil|l not occur.

| realize that there are those who
instill fear that you'll be forced to purchase an
electric vehicle, which you may not be able to
afford. No one is saying that gas powered cars
will not be around for the foreseeable future.

But | et us not | ose sight, electric
cars are the future and Del aware needs to be
prepared to meet it. So it would be wise to join
t he bandwagon now.

In closing, John D. Rockefeller had
stated, don't be afraid to give up the good, to go
for the great. We should take heed of this
advi ce.

Good
evening. M nanme is Satorah Roberson. 1|'ma
policy advisor with Tesla. | thank you for the
opportunity to support Del aware's adoption of
Advanced Cl ean Car 11.

Tesla's mssion is to accelerate the
world's transition to sustainable energy.

Mor eover, Tesla believes that the
world will not be able to solve the climte change
crisis without directly reducing air pollutant
em ssions fromthe transportation and power
sectors.

Tesl a strongly believes Del aware's
expansi on of the |low em ssion vehicle and zero
em ssion vehicle regulations that would apply to
model years 2027 and beyond, as we did in
Cal i fornia.

Transportation em ssion reductions
should be a top priority for Del aware, especially
from passenger and |ight duty vehicles.

The 2018 sector em ssion review
shared in the | ast stakehol der presentation shows
t hat passenger cars and |light duty trucks

represented 60 percent of Delaware's GHG em ssion
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fromtransportation, with transportation
out wei ghing all other segments.

Air pollution is estimated to cause
over 200,000 premature deaths in the U S. each
year, with more than half caused by transportation
em ssi ons.

| nportantly, some stakehol ders
suggest that a reasonable alternative to ACCI
adoption is to consider applying for a state
| mpl ementation plan waiver. Based upon gl obal
U.S. and local scientific evidence, this is
entirely unreasonabl e.

The current |evel of ground | evel
ozone national ambient air quality standards
retained by Trump adm nistration were
scientifically controversial and remain under
consi deration by the Biden adm nistration. The
EPA expects its final reconsideration in the
spring of 2024. And based upon scientific
evi dence indicating a nore stringent standard wil|
provide significant public health and wel fare
benefits, Del aware should expect the ozone acts
| evel s to be | owered. Pl anning to reduce
transportation em ssions nowis critical to ensure

the state is on the path to attai nment under
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future, nmore stringent standards and the shift
shoul d be adjusted accordingly.

Further, Tesla believes the pace of
el ectric vehicle innovation, cost reductions and
i nvest ments, coupled with public health and
welfare initiatives to address air pollution, even
accelerating inpacts of climte change, support
adoption of ACCII.

Tesla will submt additional written
evi dence that directly contradicts the opposition
claims that EV costs are rising, and that battery
cell mneral supply and charging infrastructure
i nvestment is reason to believe ACCII is not
attai nabl e.

Thank you again for the opportunity
to coment and support Del aware's efforts to
mtigate the detrinmental effects caused by
em ssion transportation related em ssions.

But | was
dism ssed -- dismyed to find out that | could not
replace nmy electric vehicle because there was
nowhere in Del aware where | could purchase an
el ectric vehicle.

| was forced to buy a hybrid gas
vehicle, which was the best environmentally
responsi ble car that | could find.

| had not purchased gasoline for
al nost two years, and now |I'm back at the gas punp
about twice a nonth and contributing to the poor
air quality in the State of Del aware.

| love ny electric car and wanted to
buy a new one. | had only 30 days to find a
repl acement car, dictated by my car insurance
policy. And an electric vehicle had at |east a
six-month waiting time for delivery because auto
makers are not prioritizing non ACCII states.

| want to drive electric. |'m not
trying to force anyone else to do so. But without
this program nmy options are virtually nonexistent
to purchase the car | want.

| just want our state to join nearly
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every other state around us in having these cars
avai |l abl e and having our state as a priority in
the eyes of car makers that have already making
this transition.

Pl ease adopt this program and get
el ectric vehicles available in our state. Let
Del awar eans participate in this rapidly-expanding
mar ket . Pl ease | et Del aware adopt ACCII and | et
t hose of us who want electric vehicles be able to
buy them

speak. | "' m speaki ng on behalf of the League of
Women Voters of Del aware. Although |I'm speaking
for the | eague and the | eague support's actions
that will lead to a mtigation of the causes of
climte change.

My personal experience has been a
driving force in the drafting of this statement
and |'m going to cut these remarks a bit short
because a number of other people have shared how

difficult it is to find a car, an EV in Del awar e.
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And the waiting list for new cars are |ong. And
it's very difficult to find a used car.

The ACCIlI will give us choices. So
that we can do something to mtigate climate
change and save noney if we want to under the
provi sions of the ACCI|I auto makers will be
required to supply an increasingly |arger nunber
of ZEVs every year to Del aware, culm nating in
2035 with a new car supply streamthat will be 100
percent electriec.

However, used internal conbustion
cars, as well as used EVs, will still be plentiful
on used car lots. Autotrader.com says Americans
are three times nmore likely to buy a used car than
a new one.

So used gasoline-fueled cars and used
EVs will be the npst comon cars on the road for
many years. Pricew se, you'll pay more up front
or for an EV, but recent research shows a slight
pri ce advantage in the long run for an EV because
of |l ess upkeep and cheaper fuel costs if you add
on the possibility of federal tax credits from
2500 to $7500 and state rebates of $2500, you'll
be ahead financially when you buy a EV.

Looki ng once between - at the
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| eague's position on mtigating climte change, we
remember what Senator Harris MDell used to say
about em ssions. The cleanest em ssions are the
ones you never use. Given that the |IPCC gives us
just one decade to cl eanup our act so that we
don't bring the world into a condition from which
it cannot recover, the | eague vigorously support
t he Advanced Clear Car 11l regul ations.

There are issues to absolve. The
availability of charging stations in densely
popul ate areas and supporting |ong distance
travel, and affordability and availability of EVs,
especially to low income famlies and individuals.
Though there are several EVs that sell for |ess
t han $30, 000.

But this is 12-year transition plan,
which affords us time to resolve these issues with
t he benefits of advancenent in technol ogy and the
drive for market forces and profit opportunities
we're already seeing form ng.

We al so have to recognize that while
regional air pollution is an issue, we still have
to consider and protect Del aware residents |iving
near high-traffic areas, where concentration of
ozone and PM are much higher than those in |ocal
areas -- than those in -- |I'msorry, are much
hi gher in those |ocalized areas than our state and
regi onal date suggests.

Some say that a small state |ike
Del aware can't have an inpact on soil and clinmate
change or inproving air quality, because China
still burns coal, or some of Delaware's air

pol |l uti on cones from nei ghboring states.
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It's true that we alone can't fix the
wor | d. But we have to do our part.

We cannot stay on the sidelines. W
have to start now to address our EV infrastructure
needs and address the well-docunented
environnmental and environmental justice problens
associated with internal conbustion engines.

Just as the Model T made autonobiles
af fordabl e, and gas stations eventually popped up
on nearly every corner; the transition from horse
and buggy marched on. And the anxieties and
m sassoci ated with the I CE, when |ICE power
vehi cl es subsi ded, we are given and inflection
poi nt and must move forward. | strongly support
t he adoption of this program Thank you for the
opportunity to speak.

Adopting the ACCII reg -- standard, does not ban
the sale or ownership of internal combustion
vehicles, it does not force drivers to replace
their current vehicle, nor does it dictate what
type of vehicle a consumer must purchase.

In fact, this regulation isn't even
t he deciding factor between Del aware stock of new
vehi cl es eventually becom ng zero em ssions
vehicles or not. That's already been deci ded by
t he mar ket and announced by maj or manufacturers
all across the country.

This is already happening right now.
Maj or car manufacturers have already announced in

the com ng decades all new products will be
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electric. And they've backed that prom se with
over $200 billion in investments to support the
transition.

These standards will sinmply provide
t hat Del awar eans who wi sh to purchase an electric
vehicle will have the ability to do so wi thout
having to cross state lines. This regulation not
only fosters responsi ble and increnmental shift,
but it also is one that is essential to our public
heal t h.

| won't go into all of the things
t hat have al ready been repeated by the American
Lung Associ ation. However, | do want to say in
cl osing, that Senator MBride is understandi ng of
the shift and the technacratic concerns that
making this slow transition will necessitate.

Senator McBrie strongly supports
ACCI I, and thanks DNREC and the Carney
adm ni stration for considering these rules.

We ask that you take the time to
consi der these concessi ons and adopt them on
behal f of all Del aware municipalities. 1In
addition, we would |ike to touch on the issue of
I nfrastructure.

Wth the program having mandatory

dates to reach percentages, | see no mandatory
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requi rements to have the need for infrastructure
to be in place by those same dates.

Whi |l e working on acquisition,
muni ci palities also focus on constructing the
I nfractures needed to charge these vehicles.

It's difficult to approve the
purchase of these vehicles, without the infracture
and capacity to charge them Additionally, the
timeline for infrastructure planning can be | ong
and takes several nonths to a few years to
conpl ete.

And t hat doesn't count the cost of
t he additional infrastructure for the
muni ci palities, which we anticipate to be
significant.

An interruption to this process woul d
| i kely inhibit a municipal fleetability to conply
with the regul ati ons.

To paint a picture, | feel as if we
are purchasing the | and before installing an
outl et.

And we're maki ng our | ocal
governnments pay the cost of it with the nmoney they
don't have.

| feel conpelled to bring up the fact
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t hat Del aware's already in an electric supply and
demand crisis with the Indian River Power Pl ant
being forced to a nmust-run, and the nmunicipals
payi ng hundreds of mllions of dollars throughout
the next four and a half years.

We are at the same tinme rapidly
i ncreasing the demands on an i nadequate system by
requiring people to nmove to electric vehicles. I n
addition to what |'ve said here tonight, the
League of Local Governments will be submtting
further written coments on this issues before the
May deadline. And | do appreciate your time this
eveni ng.
